Dozens hurt 
in massive 
pileup on QE2 


Snowstorm. More than 
45 vehicles damaged in 
chain-reaction collision

Dozens of people were hurt on 
Thursday morning in a massive 
crash involving more than 100 
vehicles south of Edmonton on 
Highway 2. 

At about 11:30 a.m., RCMP 
responded to a multiple-vehicle 
collision northbound on High¬ 
way 2, near Leduc. The initial 
crash caused several other col¬ 
lisions and in total more than 
100 vehicles were involved and 
45 sustained damage, police 
say. While Alberta Health Ser¬ 
vices (AHS) initially reported 
that 300 people were enroute 
to hospitals in Edmonton and 
area as a result of the pileup, 
by 4:30 p.m. the number of 
injured had been updated to 
about 100 people. 


One person was transported 
to the University of Alberta Hos¬ 
pital in serious condition and 21 
others were taken to hospital 
in moderate or minor condi¬ 
tion by EMS from Wetaskiwin 
and area. About 80 other people 
with minor injuries were treat¬ 
ed at the scene, AHS says. 

Edmonton Transit provided 
buses to shelter and evacu¬ 
ate injured patients from the 
scene and Edmonton Police 
Service officers escorted the 
buses. A bus was also used to 
transport people without in¬ 
juries to Wetaskiwin. 

After the crash, Keny Wil¬ 
liamson, spokesperson for AHS, 
said several hospitals in the 
Edmonton zone were ready to 
treat the injured patients. 

“There’s probably about 
10 different hospitals, maybe 
more, that we’re utilizing,” he 
said, adding the massive colli¬ 
sion initially spurred a code or¬ 
ange, meaning a mass casualty 
mode, at local hospitals. “We 
haven’t dealt with anything 
like this, but we do have plans.”

Winter wallop. City 
will not institute 
parking ban despite

Mother Nature threw Edmon¬ 
ton into commuter chaos Mon¬ 
day afternoon, as the city was 
pounded with snow and for the 
first time ever Anthony Henday 
Drive was closed to all traffic. 

Edmonton police made 
the decision to close the road 
around 3:30 p.m. and then re¬ 
opened the freeway at 5:30 


p.m., but put a tow ban in 
place. 

Edmonton police said be¬ 
tween 6 a.m. and 4:55 p.m. 
there were 115 property dam¬ 
age collisions, nine injuiy 
crashes and nine hit-and-run 
collisions. 

Despite the blanketing of 
snow, the city is not planning 
to institute a seasonal parking 
ban. 

Director of roadway main¬ 
tenance Bob Dunford said he is 
expecting the snow to continue 
into Friday morning, but after 
that the city is banking on the 
weather turning around. 

“It looks like after that the 
weather is going to favour us, 
which is veiy nice, so we will 


not be implementing the park¬ 
ing ban,” he said. 

Dunford said the city would 
also continue with a residential 
blading program that is under¬ 
way, though it would obviously 
be delayed by the new storm. 

“We have made that com¬ 
mitment that once we start a 
cycle we complete a cycle,” he 
said. 

Dunford said the decision 
on the parking ban is open to 
change, but right now he ex¬ 
pects to continue with the plan. 

“It could change if for what¬ 
ever reason the forecast is in¬ 
correct and things change by 
tomorrow morning, we may 
choose to implement it for the 
next day,” he said. 


Parking ban 


During the city’s last park¬ 
ing ban last week, the city 
handed out more than 1,400 
tickets for people who failed 
to move their vehicles.

Gas tax revenue 


Mandel pleased 
with feds' budget 

Yesterday’s federal budget 
included a boost to Can¬ 
ada’s cities, which Mayor 
Stephen Mandel said can 
be used for LRT, road pro¬ 
jects and other pressing 
civic needs. 

Finance Minister Jim 
Flaherty announced a host 
of measures in the budget 
for cities, all of which 
should bring more money 
for projects in Edmonton. 

“Mr. Speaker, I am 
pleased to announce 
the creation of the new 
Building Canada plan, the 
largest long-term federal 
commitment to Canadian 
infrastructure in our 
nation’s histoiy,” he said 
during the budget speech. 

That investment 
includes a new fund worth 
$14 billion over the next 
10 years, a re-commitment 
to GST rebates and gas tax 
revenue for municipalities. 

Mandel said he wel¬ 
comed the federal govern¬ 
ment’s investment in 
infrastructure, as well as 
money set aside for social 
housing. 

“There is a reason¬ 
able amount of money 
for housing, reasonable 
amount of money for 
homelessness,” he said. 

Mandel credited 
Edmonton Coun. Karen 
Leibovici, who is president 
of the Federation of 
Canadian Municipalities, 
for advocating to get the 
funding. 

“I think Coun. Leibovici 
deserves great credit. She 
has been travelling across 
the countiy and working 
with the federal govern¬ 
ment,” said Mandel.

It was a great step forward for 
the Boyle Street community. 

The first phase of the Boyle 
Renaissance Plaza opened 
on Thursday, including a 
14,000-square-foot commun¬ 
ity centre and 150 affordable 
homes.

“To serve families and indi¬ 
viduals at risk, you have to go 
broader, you have to serve the 
entire family,” Savoia said.

Alberta doctors gird for 
PR war with province 


The province’s doctors are 
being told to prepare for a 
lengthy battle with the govern¬ 
ment, as their representative 
body digs in for a protracted 
public-relations war over phys¬ 
ician contracts. 

“You are likely to observe a 
veritable firestorm of baclc-and- 
forth commentaiy from the 
Alberta Medical Association 
and government in the weeks 
ahead,” AMA president Dr. Mi¬ 
chael Giuffre wrote on Thurs¬ 
day in a letter to members. 

Giuffre said he will reveal 
more details of the AMA’s plan 
on Friday, which marks the 


deadline set by Health Minister 
Fred Home for doctors to come 
back to him with a new propos¬ 
al for physician compensation. 

If the AMA fails to respond, 
Home has not ruled out unilat¬ 
erally imposing a fee schedule 
on doctors. 

“I assure you that the AMA 
will oppose any imposition by 
the minister,” Giuffre wrote to 
AMA members. 

“As you can see, we are not 
playing a 48-hour game,” Giuf¬ 
fre added. “This is for the long 
haul and I fear we have real 
struggles ahead.”

Hundreds of pharmacists from 
across the province rallied at 
the legislature on Thursday to 
protest budget cuts they say 
will drastically affect Alberta 
pharmacies.

“The health of all Albertans 
will be impacted,” said Aileen 


Jang, a protest organizer who 
owns two pharmacies in Ed¬ 
monton. “The cutbacks will 
affect the sustainability of phar¬ 
macies, which will then jeop¬ 
ardize the care of all Albertans.” 

Liberal MLA David Swann 
spoke at the rally and told the 
hordes of pharmacists that he 
supported them. 

“This is a veiy poor process 
that is imposed, both the price 


of drugs and the price of your 
fees. That cannot be allowed to 
continue,” he said. 

The demonstrators, who 
travelled from Lethbridge, 
Cochrane, Calgaiy, Red Deer, 
Olds, Wetaskiwin, Vegreville 
and many other places, wore 
white lab coats over their win¬ 
ter jackets. 

Rita Lyster, a pharmacist 
and pharmacy owner, closed 
her store in Barrhead to travel 
to Edmonton for the rally. 

She said the government 
changes will have a direct im¬ 
pact on her customers. 

“I can afford no longer to 
give my advice away for free, 
and that breaks my heart,” she 
said.

Since news of the deal first 
emerged last week, school 
boards across the province 
have been weighing in on 
the agreement. Edmonton 
and Calgary’s public school 
boards, the largest in the 
province, both rejected the 
deal, but more than 20 school 
boards have endorsed it. 

“We are not rejecting the 
deal (and) we are not blan¬ 
ket endorsing it. We are say¬ 
ing school boards absolutely 


need to make this decision,” 
said the ASBA’s president 
Jacquie Hansen. 

Hansen said local boards 
are in the best position to 
know if this deal will work 
for them. 

“This motion speaks to our 
association’s fundamental be¬ 
lief in local decision-making; 
individual school boards are 
in the best position to assess 
this framework deal.” 

Education Minister Jeff 
Johnson was pleased with the 
ASBA’s decision and says he 


agrees the issues vary from 
board to board and decisions 
should be made at the local 
level. 

The government has also 
given the ASBA a comfort let¬ 
ter to be shared with boards, 
which Hansen said she hopes 
could help some feel more at 
ease with the deal. 

“School boards need some 
more answers to this and the 
comfort letter is certainly a 
great start,” said Hansen.

Not only will Edmonton 
host the most matches 
during the FIFA Women’s 
World Cup in 2015, the city 
will see the home team play 
their first two group match¬ 
es. 

According to a press re¬ 
lease, the official match 
schedule for the event was 
provisionally approved 
Thursday by the FIFA Execu¬ 
tive Committee during a 
meeting in Zurich. 

The event, which is the 
world’s largest women’s 
football tournament, will 
take place across Canada 
June 6 through July 5, 2015. 

In total, 52 matches will 
be played over 30 days in six 
venues, coast to coast.

When the first few MySpace 
users died, there was public 
debate about the ethics of 
journalists lifting quotes from 
their bereaved friends public 
grieving. But today, nobody 
bats an eye when a journalist 
quotes the online mourners. 

This is not because of some 
identifiable turning point or a 
Supreme Court decision. Rath¬ 
er it’s become normalized. 

Even after Faceboolc users 
die, their birthdays and an¬ 
niversaries see activity spikes 
as loved ones commune with 
them. 

In the six years I’ve been 
on Faceboolc, I’ve left messa¬ 
ges to three dead friends and 
acquaintances, left encour¬ 
aging words on someone’s 
suicide note and was invited 
to a “going away” party from 
someone diagnosed with a ter¬ 
minal illness (who fortunately 
had many parties afterward). 


Morbid it might seem, it’s 
also common sense: If we now 
live much of our lives online, 
then naturally we die there, 
too. 

But just how far will dying 
in the digital age go? 

One British company is 
trying to make talking to the 
dead a two-way street. Called 
LivesOn, the program creates 
a hot that lurks on Twitter, 
examines your tweeting style 
and, once dead, tries to mimic 
you. 

Because it’s still in trial, 
few have seen it in action. If 
I signed up, would it continue 
my reputation of tweeting cat 
videos? What if it throws my 
support behind the Commun¬ 
ist Party in the next election? 
That’s one gaffe I can’t cor¬ 
rect. 

More to the point, it’s 
just one of several new play¬ 
ers in the biggest revolution 
the death industry has seen 
since the Victorians started 
outsourcing burial traditions 
to funeral homes. Back then 
it meant the salon became a 
“living room.” Today it means 


charging families SOCAN 
music licensing fees to play 
a dead loved one’s favourite 
song. 

The current revolution sees 
companies like Securesafe 
in the growing “digital asset 
management” industry help¬ 
ing people access and delete 
their deceased loved one’s 
accounts. It’s added a new 
dimension to estate manage¬ 
ment, where possessions 
aren’t the only personal relics 
we leave behind. 

But trends show that 
people want access to the 
dead. Not closure. 

As tech site Mashable puts 
it, we’re now “Interfacing 
With the Dead” — a term that 
would send sparks up Rob- 
ocop’s spine. It could leave 
one wondering how long 
before we’re offered posthu¬ 
mous avatars. 

Until then, however, we’re 
unconsciously working on our 
memorials. Since Faceboolc’s 
inception nine years ago, an 
estimated 30 million users 
have died. But only in rare in¬ 
stances are their profiles shut

down. 

The protocol rather is to 
preserve the profile or, with 
proof of death, change it to 
a “memorial” page. Did Face- 
book have this in mind when 
it started letting people retro¬ 
actively add content to their 
Timeline — starting from 
their first breath? 

Of course, if there’s one 
thing we’ve learned from 
MySpace, Internet companies 
come and go quickly. But if 
Faceboolc’s own numbers — 
1.06 billion active users — is 
true, it might just outlast all 
of us. 

So perhaps this is some¬ 
thing to consider before 
your next selfie or public 
complaint about the lack of 
pickles on your burger: Is this 
part of your life story?

When Jim Flaherty was a 
young man, they called it 
a brake stand — one foot 
on the gas and one on the 
brake, creating lots of noise 
and plumes of blue smoke 
but moving the vehicle side¬ 
ways if at all. 

Stephen Harper’s finance 
minister is banking that 
all the torque in his eighth 
federal budget, delivered 
Thursday, will propel the 
Canadian economy forward 


in a burst sometime next 
year. 

It’s all geared to a fall 
2015 election date, when

Switching off 


For good? Hundreds 
of millions participate 
in Earth Hour, but can 
60 minutes make a 
difference? 


Be prepared — at 8:30 p.m. 
on Saturday the lights turn 
off. From Tokyo to Toronto, 
Palestine to Papua New Guin¬ 
ea, hundreds of millions of 
people in more than 150 coun¬ 
tries will participate in the 
world’s largest co-ordinated 
action on climate change, led 
by the World Wildlife Fund. 

Organizers say it’s a “sym¬ 
bolic” action, and there will 
be no measurement of its im¬ 
pact. But campaigners believe 
it’s important to challenge our 
relationship with technology. 


Criticism 


“For the green movement 
to grow it needs to be 
relevant to daily lives 
and to local issues.” 

Mike Shanahan of the International Institute 
for Environment and Development 

“People need to see col¬ 
lective action to take the issue 
seriously,” says Peter Mad¬ 
den, CEO of the international 
group Forum for the Future. 
“Changes can be attractive if 
they are re-enforced socially.” 

With technology increas¬ 
ingly embedded in eveiyday 
life, it’s time to make smarter 
choices, says Madden. “The 
most exciting innovations are 
making energy use visible. 
Phone apps can give you data, 
heaters can learn when they 


are needed.” 

The Beyond Zero Emis¬ 
sions group estimates that 
energy demand could be 
halved if people replaced their 
appliances with more efficient 
models. Patio heaters remain 
among the worst offenders, 
and campaigners are aiming 
for 100 per cent LED lighting. 

For hardliners, living off- 
grid has become increasingly 
possible. “There is cheaper 
and more reliable energy 
available such as ground- 
source and mini turbines — a 
great alternative to the rising 
cost of traditional fuel,” says 
Madden. 

However, Earth Hour’s 
“global switch-off” concept 
has also been criticized, and 
participation and online in¬ 
volvement have dropped off 
this year.

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Deadly riots erupt 
in Myanmar over

At least five people died and a 
mosque was burned in two days 
of rioting in a central Myanmar 
town, in the latest challenge for 
the government in keeping the 
peace while making the transi¬ 
tion from strong-arm militaiy 
rule to pluralist democracy. 

State-controlled media 
Thursday night broke their 
silence on the violence in 
Meikhtila, with government 
television announcing that five 
people had been killed and 39 
injured in rioting that was trig¬ 
gered by an argument between 
a Muslim gold shop owner and 


his Buddhist customers. 

Occasional isolated violence 
involving Myanmar’s majority 
Buddhist and minority Muslim 
communities has occurred for 
decades. But the risk of spread¬ 
ing violence was underlined 
last year by clashes in the west¬ 
ern state of Rakhine between 
ethnic Rakhine Buddhists and 
Muslim Rohingya that left 
about 200 people dead and 


more than 100,000 homeless. 

Several Muslim-owned 
shops and at least one mosque 
were burned Wednesday. Show¬ 
ing sensitivity to the threat 
of further inflaming feelings, 
state television said one “reli¬ 
gious building” was destroyed 
along with a township educa¬ 
tion office, some shops and 
some vehicles.

Richard 
Kachkar’s attorney says 
his client had shown 
signs of a major mental

A barefoot man who killed 
a police officer with a stolen 
snowplow in Toronto after a 
bizarre rampage through the 
streets two years ago had clear¬ 
ly lost his grip on reality, his 
first-degree murder trial heard 
Thursday 

In closing submissions, de¬ 
fence lawyer Bob Richardson 
said Richard Kachkar could not 
be held criminally responsible 
given his delusional state. 

“He lacked capacity to form 



criminal intent,” Richardson 
told the juiy. 

“He wasn’t operating in our 
world.” 

Dressed in fight dress pants 
and shirt under a dark blazer, 
Kachkar, 44, listened impas¬ 
sively as his lawyer reprised the 


evidence of three psychiatrists, 
who concluded he was psy¬ 
chotic when he struck and left 
a dying Sgt. Ryan Russell, 35, 
bleeding in the snow. 

Richardson reminded jurors 
how a shoeless Kachkar had 
bolted from a downtown shel¬ 
ter out into the snow on the 
early morning of Jan. 12, 2011. 

“Whatever slim hold Mr. Ka¬ 
chkar may have had on reality, 
slips away,” Richardson said. 

Kachkar went into and 
then fled a nearby doughnut 
shop, jumping into the idling 
snowplow. He drove erratically 
through the streets, making 
frequent U-tums, hitting cars 
and yelling about Chinese tech¬ 
nology, the Taliban and micro¬ 
chips in his body.

Quebec provincial police 
say the suspect told them dur¬ 
ing fingerprinting that the

The dramatic prison escape 
of Benjamin Hudon-Barbeau 
and Danny Provencal has al¬ 
ready made headlines around 
the world. 

Two accomplices, includ¬ 
ing the now-unidentified one, 
allegedly rented a helicopter, 
pointed a gun at the young pi¬ 
lot and forced him to land on a 
tower at St-Jerome prison.

Then “there was a big 
bang and someone shouted, 
‘Everybody on the ground,”’ 
he said. “And then we looked 
up and there was blood on the 
ground.”

Today, bombshells explode on the scene and quickly disappear. There is no iconic 
image of beauty to represent the past decade. Angelina Jolie's impossible curves 
are still sexy, but so are Tina Fey's intelligence and Serena Williams' athleticism. 
Melita Kuburas explores why the transient nature of beauty is problematic.

The Collection. “She is 
a beguiling presence,” 
writes NYT’s William 
Van Meter. Thorn likely 
won’t capture our atten¬ 
tion for long, but the 
fascination with her 
carefree look is symbol¬ 
ic of a change that’s 
occurred within 
the beauty indus¬ 
try. There is no 
longer a single beauty or style 
icon that captures our admira¬ 
tion. Bombshells explode onto 
the scene, we become enrap¬ 
tured, then quickly move on 
to someone else.

we’ve dethroned the beauty mavens 
with our own, more diverse images and 
content, Matrix says. 

You don’t have to be a magazine 
editor to review makeup, attend Fash¬ 
ion Week or participate in trunk shows 
or store openings. 

Those are some of the perks Kerrilyn 
Wong has enjoyed since she started writ¬ 
ing her blog, There’s Something About 
Kerri. Wong, 26, has a knack for spot¬ 
ting unique pieces and putting together 
enviable outfits. But she gravitated to 
beauty blogs for another reason — at 
five foot four, she couldn’t relate to the 
leggy models in magazines. 

“Their body proportions were not 
similar to mine,” writes Wong from Van¬ 
couver, where she’s a student at BCIT.

similar to our own. Wong, for instance, 
has shared about her own dieting and 
exercise, talking openly about the body 
parts she’s focusing on toning up. 

But that “realness” factor is deceiv¬ 
ing, argues Sabrina Maddeaux, man¬ 
aging editor of Toronto Standard, an 
online publication that covers urban 
affairs, style and culture. Most popular 
bloggers are not challenging the status 
quo, she says. 

“I think blogs, social media and 
‘street style’ started off as positive forces 
for diversity in beauty and fashion, but 
as they’ve become more associated, sup¬ 
ported and controlled by mainstream 
media outlets, brands and advertisers, 
they’ve become quite harmful,” Mad¬ 
deaux says. 

“A lot of these bloggers have risen 
to fame through the support of major 
media outlets and brands, who then 
turn around and use their association 
with them to say: ‘Look at us! We’re be¬ 
ing real!’ But they’re just different ver¬ 
sions of the same girls they’ve always 


featured in magazines and campaigns.” 

Maddeaux sees a superficial improve¬ 
ment when it comes to diversity in 
magazines. 

Stars like Kim Kardashian, Christina 
Hendricks and Beyonce are praised for 
their “curvier” bodies and accept their 
stardom as proof that Hollywood sup¬ 
ports a healthier body image. But while 
those women are exceptionally attract¬ 
ive, their beauty — doe eyes, puffy lips, 
large breasts — is ultimately rather con¬ 
ventional. 

“Plus-size models still have to fit into 
a very specific size range — one that 
doesn’t reflect the majority of women 
— and even the ‘quirky, intelligent’ 
celebrities like Tina Fey still look like 
most people’s prom queen,” Maddeaux 
argues. “Clearly, editorial teams are still 
way behind the curve on this.” 

Even though we don’t have a single 
icon, there’s still a standard of beauty 
or of physique that’s hailed by the 
media as being attractive, says Kimberly 
Moffit, a Toronto-based psychotherapist. 


Cover models not just pretty faces 


There are a wide range of cover girls these 
days because the women’s magazine 
industry is more fragmented, says Kerry 
Mitchell, a former publisher of women’s 
magazines including Chatelaine and Flare. 

“Media is just much more interactive. 

It’s far easier now for consumers to align 
themselves with groups or tribes they 
have a particular affinity for,” says Mitchell. 
“One group’s idea of beauty or style can 
be very different than another’s and that’s 
OK.” 

Women have different expectations of 


different magazines, and cover models 
and the way they are — or aren't — writ¬ 
ten about must align with them, she says. 

In fashion magazines, “the height of 
visual artistry is the appeal and you’re less 
interested in the woman. But, in others, 
looking behind the veil and learning 
about the life behind the look is highly 
appealing,” she says. For example, Mitchell 
places Canadian supermodel Coco Rocha 
among the top of today’s beauty icons, in 
part because she has, over time, connect¬ 
ed with a segment of the fashion audience 


“I think that can be discouraging for 
young women.” 

Both Moffit and Maddeaux are con¬ 
cerned about the idolization of single 
body parts — Pippa Middleton’s butt, 
Scarlett Johansson’s lips, a skinny run¬ 
way model’s “thigh gap.” 

“The rate at which we speed through 
icons, and fragmentize them, is actually 
much more de-humanizing than what 
we saw in decades past,” Maddeaux says. 

The transient nature of beauty icons 
has come with its own problems, but 
there is still a healthier balance than 
once existed. 

“Think about Twiggy and how specif¬ 
ic that body type was,” Moffit says. 
“There were probably some women 
that really struggled because they saw 
pictures of Twiggy and wished that they 
could be like her.” 

When there is a dominant ideal of 
beauty — whether it’s a blond woman 
with large breasts or a waifish woman 
with round eyes — we are less likely to 
see our own qualities as attractive. 

A U.K. study published last year 
found evidence that our “visual diet” 
affects our acceptance of larger shapes 
and sizes. The authors say women who 
were shown pictures of heavier models 
were afterward more likely to accept 
theirs as an ideal body type. 

If the study is right, then seeing 
more women with peculiar features 
like Thorn’s praised for their looks may 
make us feel more accepting of our own. 


as a person. 

“She can be reflected now not just as 
a canvas for portraying the latest in some 
great designer’s imagination. She has an 
authentic and legitimate appeal to the 
women who really care what she has to 
say,” Mitchell says. 

No matter what kind of women's maga¬ 
zine a woman is reading, beauty is part of 
the allure, says Mitchell. “Beautiful visuals 
and an aspirational quality are always part 
of the appeal of sinking into your favour¬ 
ite magazine.” jessica smith/metro 


That s hot 


Gossip columns obsess over it, magazines search for it and Paris 
Hilton trademarked the phrase, but our concept of what’s hot 
seems to change too quickly to truly define. Beauty, on the other 
hand, is a little different. 

“When I look at what’s beautiful, that’s people who have a 
classic beauty,” says Lisa Tant, vice-president, fashion editor at Holt 
Renfrew. “Hot is what's sexy. (It changes) all the time. With Twitter, 
it can change tomorrow.” 

According to Dr. Peter Adamson, an otolaryngologist (head and 
neck surgeon) practising in facial plastic surgery, what we find hot, 
or attractive, is based on a composite of the hundreds of people 
we see around us. But beauty, says Adamson, isn't necessarily 
based on opinion. It’s based on hormones. 

“The features we find beautiful are those features we know are 
derived from high estrogen levels (in women),” he says, adding 
that high estrogen levels mean high fertility. 

For a woman, these features include larger eyes, a smaller 
nose, a short, triangular jaw line and high cheekbones. For a man, 
beauty is based on features derived from high levels of androgen, 
he says. This means smaller eyes, lower brows, a square face, a 
strong jaw and a bigger nose. 

“It's a very hard-wired thing. It's been with us for generations 
and generations,” Adamson says. 

Globalization of beauty: 

There may never be another Marilyn Monroe. Tant is OK with 
that. According to Tant, there has been a major shift in the beauty 
world. 

“When Marilyn Monroe was considered the look of the decade 
... people didn’t have a voice. Now, our standard of beauty is much 
more universal,” she says. 

The proof is in the magazines, which feature models and celeb¬ 
rities from all over the world. Blond hair and blue eyes have been 
replaced with an array of different colours. 

“The number one model in the world, her name is Joan Smalls, 
she’s from Puerto Rico.... She's not blond hair and blue eyes. 
Fashion now is global,” Tant says. 

Adamson not only agrees with Tant, he can explain the phe¬ 
nomenon. 

“The beauty ideal is changing, so 
the reason it's changing is that 
we're seeing the globalization of 
beauty,” he says. 

This shift in beauty has to 
do with immigration and 
social media. The more 
we see different cultures 
around us, the more we 
want to emulate their 
looks. 

“The point is, there are 
many different celebrity and 
beauty icons today, and they’re 
not all Caucasian, whereas, 50 
years ago, they were,” Adamson 
says, rita poliakov/metro Joan Smalls

BBC Twitter accounts

Online security. Prank 
is latest in string of web 
attacks by group called 
Syrian Electronic Army 


Supporters of Syrian President 
Bashar Assad hijacked the 
Twitter accounts of the BBC’s 
weather and Arabic services on 
Thursday and posted messages 
that were by turns political, 
anti-Semitic and comical. 

The BBC confirmed that 
several accounts had been 
hacked, saying it was “actively 
working” on the issues and 
expected them to be resolved 
shortly. 

The hackers identified 
themselves as members of 
the Syrian Electronic Army, a 
group that has carried out a 
string of web attacks against 
targets such as Al-Jazeera, 
which it sees as sympathetic to 
Syria’s rebels. 

The BBC Weather, BBC 
Arabic and BBC Radio Ulster 
accounts appear to have been 
the targets. Among the messa¬ 
ges posted on the BBC Weather 
Twitter account were “Long 
Live Syria Al-Assad” and “Saudi 
weather station down due to

TD site forced offline by denial-of-service attack 


TD Canada Trust says it was 
hit by a “targeted” cyber at¬ 
tack Thursday, forcing its 
banking website and mobile 
banking service to go offline 
for several hours. 

The bank says the denial- 
of-service attack occurred 
mid-morning and prevented 
its customers from logging on 
to its website and mobile site. 


A denial-of-service attack 
occurs when hackers flood a 
website with a large amount 
of fake traffic, thus preventing 
others from gaining access. 

Bank spokeswoman Bar¬ 
bara Timmins said the attack 
had no effect on clients’ per¬ 
sonal information or accounts 
and that most of the services 
were up and running by mid- 


afternoon. 

“This was a service disrup¬ 
tion issue,” Timmins said. 
“There was no compromise 
to customer data.” The breach 
did not affect branch banking, 
telephone banking or ATMs. 

She says the bank has been 
cognizant of similar attacks 
on financial institutions else¬ 
where, particularly in the U.S. 


“We’ve seen activity, and you 
may be aware that unfortu¬ 
nately it’s frequently been the 
case in other countries, in the 
United States, that large finan¬ 
cial institutions have been tar¬ 
geted,” she said. 

TD says it will be monitor¬ 
ing the situation closely in 
the coming days.

Richard: Olympus Has 

Fallen is about as stan¬ 
dard as action movies get. 
It’s so standard that 
the two most presidential 
of actors — Aaron Eckhart 
and Morgan Freeman — both 
play the Commander in Chief. 
This movie has every¬ 
thing you expect, which, 
if you have low expecta¬ 
tions — and you should — is 
guns, bombs and at least one 
character who comforts a 
mortally wounded man with 
the words, “C’mon! Hang 


in there!” 

Imagine Red Dawn with 
fewer teenagers and a bigger 
body count. 

Mark: With a plot ripped 
from the pages of season 3 
of 24, the movie still satis¬ 
fies the craving for high 
body count and low original¬ 
ity.

With that all-American smile 
and those sexy secretary 
glasses, Lisa Loeb still looks 
like the smart-cute girl who 
burst onto the music scene 
almost two decades ago with 
her hit song Stay (I Missed 
You). Loeb’s winter-released 
seventh album No Fairy Tale 


finds her reminiscing on a 
song called The ’90s. 

“I’m very nostalgic about 
the ’90s,” says Loeb. “Chad 
Gilbert, who co-produced 
and instigated this project, 
wanted me to write [the] 
song. At first, I was hesi¬ 
tant because I didn’t want 
to write something that was 
kitschy and cute. Then when 
I started thinking about it, 
the ’90s was particularly ex¬ 
citing because that’s when I 
started to become successful 
as a musician.” 

Loeb also used the song 
to correct a misconception 
that pigeonholed her as a 
solo folky-pop singer-song¬ 


writer. 

“I decided to write about 
making my video for Stay,” 
she says. “That kick-started 
the commercial side of my 
career, but I didn’t get to 
play with my band. The 
video was really cool. Ethan 
Hawke directed it, and 
Ethan’s vision for a one-talce 
video was much stronger 
than me getting to show 
everybody my rock band. 
For years, I always felt I had 
to prove myself: ‘I play with 
a band, I’m not just a solo 
singer who walks around my 
studio apartment. I’m not a 
folk singer, I’m a lot of other 
things.’”

Some might think this is 
a return to the spotlight, 
but Loeb has been keep¬ 
ing busy long since the 
success of Stay. 

“I’ve had radio DJs 
who are like, ‘Well 
where have you been? 
You disappeared there,”’ 
she says. “I’m like, ‘Ac¬ 
tually, I was just in San 
Francisco playing with 
my band, and then the 
year before that I was 
there for a kids’ book 
festival’ — the list goes 
on and on.”

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British songwriter changes course 




Tooth & Nail. Mother's 
death forces Billy 
Bragg to re-evaluate 
his music career 


In an interview with The Can¬ 
adian Press, Bragg admits he’ll 
be closely watching the reac¬ 
tion to the release. 


This year marks the 30th an- 
niversaiy of Billy Bragg’s spare, 
politically charged debut EP 
Life’s a Riot with Spy Vs Spy. But 
the adaptable British singer/ 
songwriter says he’s still hying 
to figure out his place in this 
peculiar industry. 

Two years ago, the death 
of Bragg’s mother gave him 
particular reason to pause and 
re-evaluate his music career. 
He returned after a five-year 
absence from recording Tues¬ 
day with Tooth & Nail, his first 
album since 2008’s Mr. Love & 
Justice. 

The gently melodic, emo¬ 
tionally tender set has been 
hailed as a return to form for 
the 55-year-old in such 
publications as the 
Guardian and Mojo. 


How did your mother’s death 
set you on a path that led to 
Tooth & Nail? 

Well, my mum passed in early 
2011, and I think when some¬ 
thing like that happens, you 
can’t fail but look around. All 
of a sudden there’s a genera¬ 
tional shift and I’m the oldest 
person in the family now. It 
makes you think to yourself: 
“Why are you doing this? Is 
what I’m doing worthwhile? 

Or am I just drifting?” 

So I started looking at a 
practical way of discovering 
whether there is room in the 
recording industry in 2013 for 
Billy Bragg. Or whether what 
I’ve been doing for the past five 
years — which is working at a 
cottage-industry level, putting 
out CDs and selling them like 
T-shirts (at shows) — maybe 
that’s my niche now. 

So the release of the 


album is the culmination of 
that quest — he says, sounding 
like Frodo Baggins. 

Was your mother supportive 
of your music? 

There’s a fabulous bit in the 


(making-of) documentaiy 
about (the 1998 album) 
Mermaid Avenue, where I was 
sitting on the sofa with her and 
the director says, “Do you like 
Billy’s records?” And she sort 
of looks away, and says, “Well, 


you know, the school did lead 
us to expect more” (laughs). 

She wasn’t dismissive of it, 
but I don’t think she wanted 
me getting on my high horse 
just because I had been in 
the newspapers and on the 
telly. She did choose one of 
my songs for her own funeral 
service. So obviously she did 
like my music after all. 

Tooth & Nail is more about 
love than politics. Why? 

The majority of the songs 
on the record are based in 
relationships, but that’s also 
partly the nature of the way we 
hear music now. Now if I write 
a topical song, I get it uploaded 
as soon as I can for free down¬ 
load. It’s almost like a news¬ 
cast. As a result of that, when I 
come to make an album, I find 
that the predominant songs in 
my woodshed are songs about 
deeper things, about emotions. 
And I don’t think that’s a bad 
thing because I would hate for 
eveiything to be about politics. 
I’ve played with bands like that 


and they can be a bit hard- 
going. 

When you started this project 
you wanted to figure out 
where you stood. Do you have 
clarity now? 

I definitely have a sense of 
direction again, but what 
I’m interested to do now is 
to find out where I fit in the 
recording industry, because I 
know where I am in the music 
industry — people love coming 
to see me play. 

(But) the industry’s 
changing much faster than I 
can put out records. So when 
you’ve worked out where your 
niche is, the next time you 
look, the niche isn’t even there 
anymore. I’m not complaining 
about this, by the way. I’m just 
being honest. 

Rather than being com¬ 
placent ... we do have to step 
back and look at it, and try to 
perhaps tailor what we’re do¬ 
ing a little more to where the 
medium is now.

But there are a few inargu- 
able truths about Spector. 
One is that in 2009, he was 
convicted of second-degree 
murder and, at age 68, sen¬ 
tenced to 19 years to life. 

Another is that, for record 
buyers of a certain age, his 
music reigned as the sound¬ 
track for youthful seduction. 

The HBO film acts as an 
interesting contrast of a man 
who left the limelight.

Somebody 
forgot to tell Mother Nature 
that we had a change of 
season this week. 

While I hate pigeon¬ 
holing certain wines to 
particular seasons, fresh, 
floral whites really do come 
across like spring in a glass. 
It doesn’t hurt that they 
pair well with the bright, 
fresh food fare that tends to 
get served this time of year. 

Wines made with the 
riesling, gewurztraminer 
and viognier grapes lead 
the charge when it comes 
to whites with plush fruit 
flavours and aromatics. 

Viognier in particular 
is one of my favourites. 
Originating in France, it’s 
grown worldwide, always 
packing its classic tropical 
depth and subtle pepperi- 
ness that pair so well with 
lighter meats (like pork) 
and fruit-accented sauces 
(especially those with a 
citrusy influence).

2. In a spice grinder, combine 
the coffee beans, garlic powder, 
fennel seeds, paprika, pepper¬ 
corns and salt. Grind until 


the beans and seeds are finely 
ground. Rub the spice-coffee 
blend evenly and liberally over 
the tenderloins. Set the tender¬ 
loins on the prepared baking 
sheet, then roast for 20 min¬ 
utes, or until they reach 145 F 
at the centre. Remove from the 
oven and let rest for 5 minutes.

ern (23-10) tied things 56-56 
with 3:45 left. 

Bell’s three made it 59- 


56 after Derick Beltran hit a 
14-footer on the baseline to 
close out a 15-4 Southern run 
and tie the game. 

Beltran hit two free throws 
to cut the deficit to one, but 
Gonzaga responded by work¬ 
ing the ball to Pangos, of New¬ 
market, Ont., whose three 
made it a four-point game.

Shift to safety has 
changed the NHL 


For better or worse? 

Sidney Crosby says 
rule changes have 
altered style of play 


The fear is gone. The doubt too 
for that matter. Ditto the hesi¬ 
tation. 

A year into his comeback 
from the concussion-like 
symptoms that nearly derailed 
Sidney Crosby’s career, the 
Pittsburgh Penguins superstar 
is back atop the NHL scoring 
race thanks to his unparalleled 
mix of artistry, speed and grit. 

Perhaps because Crosby 
doesn’t have to wony about 
getting knocked around so 
much anymore. 

Thanks to a series of rule 
changes made by the league 
and a shift in attitude by the 
guys wearing the sweaters, 
players say the NHL is as safe 
now as it’s perhaps ever been. 

In the two-plus years since 


Crosby sustained a concussion 
following a blindside hit from 
Washington’s David Steclcel in 
the 2011 Winter Classic, the 
league has outlawed shots to 
the head entirely and given 
senior vice-president of player 
safety Brendan Shanahan great 
leeway in handing out punish¬ 
ment for dangerous plays. 

“I know it’s changed from 
my first couple years, that’s for 
sure,” Crosby said. “The game 
is much tighter.” 

Teams are averaging 3.6 
power-play opportunities a 
game this season, down from 
5.8 per game during Crosby’s 
rookie year in 2005-06. 

Part of the decline can be 
attributed to the decreasing 
amount of open ice. After of¬ 
fences flourished following the 
2004-05 lockout, the pendu¬ 
lum has swung back to more 
conservative, defensive-mind¬ 
ed schemes. The result is more 
clutching and grabbing, sure, 
but also a decision by players 
to avoid the kind of unneces- 


saiy penalties that can tilt 
games. 

It doesn’t always lead to 
thrilling hockey, but it can lead 
to smarter, safer play.
